cer may develop spontaneously 
from biochemical accidents involv- 
ng sex hormones and similar corn- 
rounds.

;hat mice with a hereditary dispo- 
sition to breast: cancer will show a 
ilghcr Incidence of this type of 
cancer following prolonged treat- 


ment with large amounts of the 
estrogen type of female sex hor- 
mone," he said. 


Pointing out that a female sex 


hormone, 
estrohe, had' already 


been extracted from the bile of a 
pregnant cow, Dr. Puarlman said 
that in a further analysis of such 
bile, he had recently isolated two 
other crystalline compounds from 
this source. 


One, he explained, is closely re- 


lated to progesterone, the hormone 
of pregnancy, while the second la 
akin to testosterone, a male sex 
hormone. 


The researcher explained that 
similar studies along this line may

In another paper, four doctors 


at Jefferson Medical College gave

Will Get Pay 


Before Justice Schirick this 


morning, it was arranged for the 
firemen to receive payment for 
the period ending January 15, in 
accordance 'with the pay scale 
used in 1947 and approved by 
the Common Council in adopt- 
ing the 1948 budget "without 
prejudice to the rights" of either 
the firemen or the city. 


This arrangement, which 
was 


made on stipulation of both at- 
torneys, provides for the fire board 
to certify two payrolls to 
the 
city treasurer. One payroll will be 
certified on the basis of the 1947 
wage rates received by the fire* 
men, while the other will be 
based upon the difference between 
the 1947 rate and the rate for 
1948 as fixed and determined by 
the board 
in accordance with 


resolutions passed on December 
6 and 10, 1947. 


Both payrolls will be submitted 


in the form of checks to the city 
treasurer, it was stipulated. The 
treasurer must sign, honor, and 
pay the checks on the first pay- 
roll; that is. the 1947 wage rate; 
but ho has the right to return the 
second payroll unsigned, according 
to the stipulation. 


Under this arrangement,

some sort of relief In the coming year. The 
Republicans have had for some time a plan 
for tax reduction, and now so do the Demo- 
crats. President Truman suggests that Con- 
gress take lorty dollars per person off the tax 
of the low-income earner and add enough to 
the taxes of big corporations to keep the gov- 
ernment income up to its present level.

Two movements arc under way In Cali- 


fornia which would, if successful, provide 
support for the aged In that state. 


The Attorney General's office at Sacra- 


mento has prepared an inliillvo petition 
which would provide pensions for all persons 
over 60. regardless of need. This project 
would derive its support from the legalizing 
and taxing of several forms of gambling. It 
needs 240,000 signatures in order to appear 
upon the ballot in November. 


Another such petition has been filed by Dr. 


Francis E. Townsend, whose name has been 
out of the papers for some time. Town- 
send's new plan would provide $75 a month 
for everyone over 60, and also for certain 
classes of the disabled. This scheme would be 
financed by a one per cent gross income tax. 
Such legislation has been turned down by 
California three times, and it remains to be 
seen whether either of these new petitions 
will be successful. 


California, the favorite state for elderly 


retired persons to relax In, hus a large pro- 
portion of such citizens, many of whom arc 
in need of help. The electorate should ques- 
tion, however, the economic soundness of any 
scheme which Implies the advisability of 
state support for those whose Income Is ade- 
quate for their own comfort.

Bernard Baruch'g program (or world and Ameri- 


can recovery, a counsel of perfection, which, it 
taken as a whole, provides a prophecy of austere 
optimism, is, In reality, beyond the compass 'of 
those responsible for government here or in any 
other country. Its strength is its objective assertion 
of brutal facts; its weakness is its total avoidance 
of the political realities of the current situation. 
He speaks like Isaiah, with- about as much chance 
of being listened to. 
For what In essence he propose* in that man- 


kind Mtop their "Incredible follies" which destroyed 
earlier clvlll/.atlons," 
He states the problem that faces us and the 


world succinctly: 
"Con it he done without wrecking ourselves? 
Yes, but only If. the European peoples will, help 
thnmNelvcx and K the Amcrlciin people arc pre- 
pared In do what needs to be done," 
He then makes the point thirl, money nld will 
not sulllco; there must be skillful administration. 
There must be moderation, self-restraint and sacri- 
fice. And that must be all-around. There, of course, 
is .the rub. What Baruch means is not only .that 
people collectively should bo sou-sacrificing but 
that each individual In our Western world should 
assume the responsibility of work, production and 
thrift. These, he says, can save the world. 
But 


sdch austerity Is unpalatable to a mankind reared 
on the pic-in-the-sky of socialism and the New 
Deal. Too much of mankind for too long have been 
told that Heaven-on-Earth means higher wages 
and less work. Both Truman and Wallace are ad- 
vocating that now, Everybody in Europe advocated 
U for years. 


Baruch might have said that. He might have 
put his finger on the cursed blight in thought of 
the New Deal, of Blumlsm in France, ot Keynosian 
economics In England. He might have named the 
engineers o( our confusion. But Baruch .Is always 
gentle with Individuals, even in this' document in 
which he utterly tind completely damns the Mar- 
shall Plan, but, loving Marshall, docs it in such 
a manner that It looks like an Indorsement. 


How can what Baruch says be on Indorse- 


ment of the Marshall Plan when he loads it down 
with political Impossibilities and Imponderables? 
Mis program of 11 points opens questions that 
cannot be solved for years. Let us consider a few 
items. 
1. True, the United States needs to stockpile 


raw materials. But In what amounts over how 
many years and by what methods? Are we to cn- 
giige In a nurlur economy? Is the government to 
continue to be the principal purchasing ngenl: 
for the American people in foreign trade? Is all, 
foreign trade to be conducted by treaty and not 
by commerce? Is foreign trade to become an in- 
strument of foreign policy?. May countries dump 
their surpluses upon us? 
2. He wants the Presidents' tariff authority ex- 


tended for an additional three years. But we are 
about to consider the results ot the Gcncvn and 
Havana conferences at which American Industry 
may have been—as some say—sacrificed to Euro- 
pean Industry. Certainly, If the Marshall Plan is 
to wait until the debate on the International Trade 
Organization (ITO) agreements and resolutions 
have been completed, there will be a new Congress 
and u different President in this country. 
3. He proposes a Defense Union. This is In keep- 
ing with Secretary Forrestal's proposal that we 
ring the world with American bases. Maybe that is 
good. But the countries that border on Russia wil.l 
be fearful of reprisals and other countries, will 
look to I heir sovereignty, as even tiny Panama did 
so recently. This is a very tall and dangerous ques- 
tion. Cnn the Marshall Plain wait for its solution? 
4. He proposes that the United States guarantee 
fl multiple group of countries against aggression. 
Such guarantees usually produce wars, for what 
Is Involved Is a definition of aggression. Arc the 
activities of Togllatti in Italy, Markos in Greece, 
Thorez In France, Moo Tzc-tung in China, aggres- 
sion? Are we to go to war because of them? We 
should be constantly at war under any definition 
of aogreslon—particularly If we guaranteed wonk, 
backward and border peoples against, their neigh- 
bors. Must we be at war forever? Maybe that is 
what the lost war meant for us. But if so, let us 
speak the truth.

COOPERATION FROM ALCOHOLIC PATIENT 


Most physicians studying alcoholism feel that 


unless the alcoholic wants to'be cured, there is riot 
much hope of curing him. The medical treatment 
which has been successful in many cases is a Ben- 
zedrine sulfate tablet, 5 milligrams, after breakfast 
and another after lunch, with a quieting drug, phe- 
nobarbital, 1 to 114 grains, at bedtime. Another 
method successful in some coses is putting atropine 
or digitalis In any alcoholic drink used. 


' t have spoken before the work done by Alco- 


holic Anonymous, which has been the most suc- 
cessful so far in curing alcoholism. Groups of men 
and women, former alcoholics, band together in 
cities or towns. At their meetings, they talk frankly 
of their experiences as alcoholics and how they are 
resisting alcohol by the help of other former alco- 
holics and also by trying to help those who cur- 
rently arc alcoholics. 
Because an alcoholic does not want to be cured, 


however, Is no reason why his family, friends and 
physician should not try to help him, Thus, Dr. PI. 
M. Tiebout in "Quarterly Journal of Studies on 
Alcohol," New Haven (Yale) says that gaining the 
patient's cooperation should be regarded as the first 
part of the treatment. It is known to students of 
alcoholism that every sufferer from the disease 
pun.sp.i through « l«nf? period when he IK completely 
rvslHtiint to the lileu Unit he is nick and needs help. 
"No patient will cooperate with treatment unless 
he is conscious of the need for help." In fact, he is 
greatly indignant with family and physician when 
he Is called an alcoholic. I often feel that if patients 
could see • moving picture with' sound effects of 
IhcmHclVcH, when under the Influence of alcohol, II 
would jthow them they were .sick, not themselves, 
or they would not behave as they do. 
In trying lo help the alcoholic, the helper must 


show tlie alcoholic that he is sick and has a real 
Job ahead to get cured, and that his own present 
methods of getting cured are "doomed to failure." 


Once the alcoholic recognizes that he is sick 
and needs help, then the physician—with family and 
friends cooperating—have a real chance of bring- 
ing about a cure. 


Getting the cooperation of the patient, then, is 


the first step In curing Alcoholism.

Trumtn't Flippant Reply on 45-Hour Work Week Indicate 


Ignorance at Regardi Production and Inflation

But just about the same time 
that the press conference was go- 
ing on, William Green, president 
of the American Federation of 
Labor—who may be of advanced 
years but certainly would not con- 
cede that he is living in the 1890's 
—testified 
before 
the 
Senate 


Banking Committee that 
labor 
and management should work out 
a program whereby the work- 
week should be lengthened from 
40 to 45 hours. 


Here Is a recognition by the 
head of the nation's largest labor 
organization of the principle that 
increased, productivity is a way to 
beat inflation and that the way 
to get increased production Is by 
lengthening the work-week five 
hours. 


There are differences, of course, 
between 
the 
Wilson 
and 
the 
Green proposals, 
but President 
Truman apparently 'is so unfa- 
miliar with the whole problem of 
Increased productivity in relation 
to the shortage of goods that he 
has treated it indifferently in 
nearly ever public statement on 
inflation he has made. It is no sur- 
prise, therefore, to flnd him treat- 
ing Mr. Wilson's suggestion flip- 
pantly. 


The American people have (he 
idea 
that 
President of 
the 
United States gives considerable 
time to thinking out public prob- 
lems an^d at least reads about the 
fundamental* of national ques- 
tions so that he can be expected 
lo .Issue considered statements 
whtn asked for comments. 


Mr. Truman, however, Is so far 
away from reality himself that 


he doesn't know that Mr. Wilson's 
proposal was not .intended as -a 
permanent addition to th« work- 
week but simply as an emergency 
measure to get increased produc- 
tion 
and 
bring 
prices 
dawn 


through enlarged output. 


Mr. Green argues that the extra 
five hours should be paid for at 
time-and-a-half rates and that t)M 
extra hour be tacked on to th« 
work-day. Mr. Wilson had pro- 
posed that the five hours be paM 
for at. .straight-time. What he was 
saying, in,effect, was that, under 
present law, manufacturers OJJ- 
not work extra hours without pay- 
ing a penalty in costi and that 
ol li'ii mere was not enough work 
lo put on a full extra eight-hour 
shift. 


Mr. Green apparently recogntttt 
the importance of this point but 
his cure is to keep the time-and-a- 
half rates and not change the law 
but get the unions to agree to 
longer days. Even though the law 
permits a longer work-week at 
overtime rates, many unions for- 
bid overtime or put a penalty on 
its use at a rate higher than time- 
and-a-half. 


This correspondent suggested 
several months ago that a good 
way to achieve the same result 
would be to pay straight-time 
rates for hours over and above 
present schedules, so that the ex-. 
Ira hours beyond those 'worked 
would be compensated at straight- 
lime but with a tax rebate from 
the government as an incentive. 
This would mean, for instance. In 
those factories where 40 hours are 
now paid at straight-time and 
two-hours of overtime are cus- 
tomarily worked and paid for «t 
time-and-a-half, the present sched- 
ule of payment would be retained 
but any extra hours—above 42. 
in this instance—would be paid 
Tor at straight-time and earn a 
tax rebate or tax credit. 
• i 
In any event, the important 


thing, is that there is a revival 
of discussion of lengthening thfl 
work-week. The President has 
said again and again that inflation 
happens when there is a shortage 
of goods and an excess of 
chasing power or demand. 
Is no way to ci 
cept to reduce 
crcusc supply. Since the public* la 
Against rationing, there U only th« 
course of increased 
production 


left. If this is retarded by renal* 
tics of higher costs on overtime 
production, the objective—an in- 
creased supply of goods—cannot 
be attained.

INFLATION 


Babson Park, Fla., J«n. 23— 


Most of the talk about "inflation" 
is bunk.' When people have noth- 
ing else to lay their troubles to 
they lay it to inflation. Merchants 
blame high prices on Inflation; 
politicians blame all losses on in- 
flation; while even farmers are 
blaming the weather on inflation. 
Certainly the investigations which 
are being held to study prices are 
mostly eyewash or whitewash. 


What I* Inflation? 


Inflation is not the fault of 
farmers, manufacturers, retailers 
or any other group. In fact, there 
is no such thing as "inflation." 
Our troubles are just a question 
of Supply and Demand. When 
there is more demand for goods 
than there is supply, prices go 
up and they call It inflation; but 
when there are more goods tlxan 
there is demand, prices go down 
and they call it deflation. 
This means that the only cure 


for high prices, or inflation so- 
called, is to cither curtail buying 
or Incresdo production. This means 
that the cure Is up to all of us. 
When we spend less, we are help- 
ing to reduce prices; while if we 
increase our buying, we increase 
prices. The only other cure for 
high prices is to produce more. 
This' is up to labor. The real trou- 
ble with labor is not their wages 
•o much as it is their restricted 
working hours and faulty produc- 
tion.What Should We Expect? 


We should expect to continue 
to pay high prices for real estate 
until building increases, and the 
only way that building will in- 
crease is to allow rents to go 
up, Price flxliiR also retards" pro- 
duction, So long ax production IB 
low then we are troubled by high 
prices. Take the ceiling off on 
rents and, of course, rents would 
go up for awhile, but tha.t would 
mean building would increase, and 
finally rents would RO down. Only 
then would we all have enough 
homes at a reasonable price. 
We complain about the price of 
meat and various other things, but 
sooner or later the price of these 
products will be so high and the 
profits so attractive it will cause 
many more people to go into the 


business- of raising cattle and 
other farm produce, and' manu- ' 
facturing other things that h«v» 
gone up in price. These prices will 
again fall. It is true that the 
"mills of God" grind slowrjr. itaft 
they grind ultimately in the peo- 
ple's interests. Labor unions svic- 
ceod In raising money wage* but 
not real wages. Unless wagework- 
ers increase production as. their 
wages increase, they are no better 
off in the end. 
' .. 


What Has Happened to Cltroc? 
What has happened to the mar- 
ket for grapefruit and oranges is 
a proof of all I have said above. 
It costs much more to rail* cttru» 
fruit 
today than, ever betpr*. 
Wages arc much higher, fertilizer 
is more expensive, and even the 
railroad freights are greater. Yet, 
the prices for citrus fruits today 
are less than they were when th« 
cost of production 
was much 


lower. If all our troubles are du* 
to 
"inflation", inflation 
should 


help the citrus growers with 
higher prices to overcome th«*« 
higher costs. 


The answer is that there is no 


.such thing as "inflation". It Is only 
a question of supply and demand. 
Citrus growers do not benefit un- 
less there is more demand for 
their products. Right here in 
Florida we see the cattle people 
very prosperous while £he fruit 
growers are very sad. The reason 
is that there is an excess demand 
for meat with a small supply, 
while there is a big supply of cit- 
rus and a small demand. Neither 
the price of beef nor the price of 
citrus is due to "inflation". 


What Shall Housewtve* Do? 
We all should buy the things 
which arc in surplus supply rather 
Hum, through hnblt, continue to 
buy lho high-priced thing*. The- 
next time you go shopping a»k 
the clerk to give you a lut of the 
things that haven't gone up. and 
then change your food customs to 
using those things. Thls'-*l§o ap- 
plies to shoes, clothing, and house- 
hold furnishings.

We welcome the 
opportunity to test in our courts 
the theory that municipal boards 
can spend whatever money they 
choose, without regard to 
the 
budget making powers of the Com- 
mon Council and without regard 
to the 2% constitutional limita- 
tion which severely limits the 
total amount that our city can ex- 
pend in any one year. 


It will undoubtedly be many 


months 
before 
the 
issues 
arc 
finally determined by the appellate 
courts. I insist that in the mean- 
time the firemen should accept the 
amounts 
due them under 
the 


budget and which is incontestably 
theirs. 


Last Friday evening the firemen 


had a meeting at which they voted 
overwhelmingly that 'they would 
accept .nothing but the amounts 
voted to them by the lire com- 
missioners. Their representative, 
the fire commissioners and their 
attorney likewise have adopted 
the position that it must be all or 
nothing. 


The Bremen and their repre- 
sentatives haw embarked on a 
propaganda campaign designed to 
induce the people of our city that 
I am responsible for the position 
that they have themselves adopted 
and am trying to deprive the fire- 
men's babies of food, clothing and 
shelter. I know that the people of 
our city, irrespective of their po- 
litical beliefs, will not believe such 
arrant nonsense. 


However, the firemen and their 


representatives have insisted that 
I .do something in the matter. Ac- 
cordingly, I yesterday advised the 
board ot fire commissioners to 
certify a pay roll In accordance 
with the budget by ten o'clock 
this morning or I would take such 
steps as I deem appropriate. And 
in making this demand, I did not.

Harder replied to my communica- 
tion in a letter which I have been

counsel last night. These facts in- 
dicate the merit of my charge that 
Commissioners Riseley and Harder 
have ignored and flouted the cor- 
poration counsel, who is their 
legal adviser under the charter, 
and have sought, received and re- 
lied upon independent legal ad- 
vice. 


Since 
Commissioners Riseley 


and Harder continued to refuse 
to certify a pay roll in accordance 
with the budget, I am serving 
charges upon them returnable be- 
fore me at four o'clock this after- 
noon. And I am not prejudging 
the case when I say that unless 
they.convince me that the charges 
are unfounded, they will be forth- 
with removed from office pursuant; 
to the powers vested in me as your 
mayor. 


In their letter to me of yester- 


day they state-that no hearing 
should be had on charges until the 
question of their right to fix sal- 
aries is passed upon by the courts. 
Apparently Commissioners Riseley 
and Harder misunderstand my po- 
sition. I have no qimrrol with the 
firemen for going to court In or- 
der to obtain more than the budg- 
etary amounts. That is their right 
and that is what the courts are 
for. Whatever the results may be 
ot the law suit, however, it is my 
position that for the fire commis- 
sioners to refuse to give the fire- 
men even the amount that is not 
In dispute is a deliberately calcu- 
lated and intended act of sabotage 
designed solely to embarrass me 
because I am of the opposite po- 
litical party.

Final plans for the Tumor Clinic 


building to be erected on Broad- j 
way adjacent to the laboratory 
have been completed by Harry I 
Halvcrson, 
consultant 
architect,' 


and have been given to the engi- 
neers for the addition of certain 
structural details. The plans were 
approved 
in December, by the 


Tumor Clinic Committee of the 
Medical Society and by the Ulster 
County Board of Health and will 
shortly be placed in the hands of 
the Postwar Planning Commission 
of the Board of Supervisors who 
will advertise for bids from con- 
tractors. 


A special meeting of the Ulster 


County Medical Society was called 
for the purpose of discussing the 
organization of the tumor clinic 
staff. 


In the monthly report of the 
Ulster County Health,Department 
for December two outbreaks of ill- 
ness from gastrointestinal causes 
were reported investigated, one in- 
private family where nine out of 
the family of 10 were taken sud- 
denly ill. Water from a dug well 
and milk from' a neighbor's cow, 
which was used in the raw state, 
were investigated. Both ha'd been 
used by members taken ill. A test 
of the milk showed a large num- 
ber of stiiphylocoecl to be present 
and the water from the well wns 
found to be polluted-probably from 
a nearby manure pile. It was not 
believed the water, however, .was 
responsible. The cause may have 
been from contact 'spread of the 
so-called "intestinal flu," but when 
the water was boiled and the use 
of raw milk was stopped there was 
no further development of the ill- 
ness. 


The second illness involved 90 


men in an institution who became 
ill over a four to 12-hour period. 
Milk and water were found satis- 
factory and the illness was be- 
lieved to have come from meat 
loitf and gravy served. No sample 
of the food was available for tests. 


Ulster Testing Ground 


During December the newly de- 
veloped New York State Food, 
Commission selected Ulster county 
as the only rural urea to take part 
in a statewide effort aimed at de- 
termining present trends in fam- , 
ily food habits. Two nutritionists ! 
of the State Health Department, 
Miss Dorothy Groner and Miss 
Daphne 
Reynolds, 
spent 
two 


weeks here making dully visits to 
each of 10 rural families. This is 
part of a broad study planned by 
the Harvard School of Public 
Health in which many official and 
non-official health agencies are co- 
operating. The report will be re- 
leased later by the Food Commis- 
sion. 


During December 1,633 patient 
days were utilized or 94 per cent 
of capacity at the Tuberculosis 
Hospital. Six patients were dis- 
charged, Dr. George W. Weber, 
medical director, reports. Five of 
them were discharged with medi- 
cal consent as quiescent. One pa- 
tient left against advice.

There 


were no deaths in the hospital. A 
contract has been signed with the
